MACTORY £10 WORKS, YEAR 1949-50, 


Preliminary estimates of factory production for the year ended 
30th June 1950 have now been made available by the Government Statist, 
(ir. A. W. Bowden), 


GENERAL, For statistical purposes, a "factory" is defined as any factory, 
workshop or mill employing four hands or more, or less than four where 
power-driven machinery is used in manufacturing, repairing or assembling, 


Preliminary totals indicate that the manufacturing activities in 

, South Australia during 1949-50 were greater than in any previous year. 
This expansion was a continuation of the post-war recovery attained in 
1946-47 following a decline from the 1942-43 war-time peak, Fluctuations 
in prices, however, should be considered when comparing money values, 


NUMBER OF FACTORIES. The number of factories was 3,051. This is the 
Greatest number ever recorded and showed an increase of 124 over the 
previous year 1948-19, 


DIPLOYEES, The average number of persons employed over the whole year 

was 79,076. This is an increase of 3,131 over the previous record year 
1948-49, Male employees numbered 63,743 (record) whilst females at 15,333 
Showed an increase of 393 over 1948-49 but was still 4,625 below the 
record of 19,958 who were employed during the peak war year, 1942-43, 


SSLSRIES & WAGES, The total amount paid in salaries and wages reached 
Paeeeecord Figure of £55,510,000 -an increase of £4.,000,000 on the previous 
Pee eneenecr rares of WASe6S MAaLnly ccntributed to the big inerease, 

Wete employees received £$29,6/9,000 end females £35,831,000, 


MATERIALS AND FUEL. The cost of materials totalled £83,113,500 (record) 
an increase of £7,886,000 whilst Fuel &c. was £5,950,000 (record) against 
£5,123,000 the previous year, Higher costa and greater quantitics of 
materials used accounted for the increases. The main classes affected 
were Industrial Metals &c. and Woodscouring and Fellmongering, 


OUTPUT VALUE, The gross value of output £142,358,000 was easily the 
highest ever recorded, being £18, 340,000 greater than 1948-49. Large 
increases were noted in the following industrics. Motor Bodies, Plant 
and Equipment, Wireless Equipment, Metal Pipes & Tubes, Sheet metal 
Working, Paints, Woolscouring and Fellmongery. Higher values and 

greater quantities of goods manufactured accounted for this big increase, 


PRODUCTION VALUE. The value of output, however, does not give a true 
indication of the value of factory production, primarily because of 
duplication between industries, A better measure of value of work done 
in factories ts obtained by deducting from the value of output, the cost 
of raw materials, containers, power, fuel, light, oil, water, tools 
replaced and repairs to plant. The net result thus obtained represents 
the value added in the process of manufacture. The value of production 
for the year 1949-50 was a record. The total £53,295,000 showed an 
Increase of £9,627,000 over 1948-49. 


PRIMISES & PLANT. The value recorded for Land and Buildings was — 
£24,460,000 (record) against £22, 218,000 for the previous year whilst 
Plant and Machinery totalled £24,837,000 (record) 2s compared with 
£22,792,000 for 1948-49, Estincted values for rented premises and plant
